ROM a reader of the Sclevtific 
American comes an ingenious 
idea for protecting vacuum tube 
filaments against the full strength 
of “®" battery current through acri- 
dental contact or misplaced connec- 
tions, All that Is necesnary ts to se- 
cure a 110-volt 16 to 69 watt tung- 
sten fiiament buib and = socket, and 
connect same in the Bbattery lead, 
tn series, of course.

«battery energy flows through the 
tungsten filament of the bulb with- 
out the latter showing any signs of 
such current flow. The restatance of 
the filament is insufficient to choke 
oft the high voltage, low current con- 
sumption “f the uenal plate cireulta, 
However, if for any reason the B- 
battery current should be diverted 
into the A-balttery leads, then the 
high resistance of the bulb will im- 
mediately serve to choke off the ex- 
cessive B-battery current to the oz- 
tent of proteciing the vacuum tube 
filamenta, A carbon lamp does not 
seem iv give as good resuits an the 
tungsten type. The lamp = ‘tights 
only when there ts a short cirovit or 
Improperly connected B-battery lead, 
whereupon It should be unscrewed tn 
its socket to break the current, and 
a search made for the cause of 
trouble,

Memorial to Wma Who Made Career Possible 


Took New Lease On Life After 
Wife's Death When Idea 
Came to Him That He Must 
Carry On Work She Had 
Enabled Him to Start— 
Idyllic Married Life of the 
British Premier Ranks 
With Great Love Stories of 
the Ages. 


HE settlement of Europe that Liord George 
fg anu Lord Ourson, with all their cleverness, 

could not accomplish, is apparentiy being 
brought about by a former “rank outsider,” ihe 
Labor premier, Ramsay MacDonald. 

The career that was started twenty-eight 
years ago by his wife, Margaret Ethel Mac 
Donald, seems to fave reacheu another peak of 
which she would have been proud had she Iired 
to read the good news. It may be, to him, that 
she knows just the same. In his wonderful 
tribute to her he has said: “There are strange, 
mysteriously spun bonds of affection that en- 
twine us to the dead aad draw us away. We live 
ir the companionship of memories and ghosts.” 

In Lincoln's Inn Fields, within sight of their 
first home, is the beautiful memorial to his wife 
that Ramsay MacDonald built a few years ago. 
The mother heart of this sympathetic woman ts 
pictured concretely by the sculptor who depicts 
her surrounded by joyful, healthy children for 
Who, ia ive midst of a Host of other activities, 
she bullt a baby clinic in a poverty-stricken cor- 
ner of North Kensington, as 6 fitting memorial 
to Mary; Middicion, her greatest friend. 

More than once, in this bench of memories, 
eince he assumed office, the British premier has 
been sitting by himself. 

Margaret Ethel Gladstone, as she was before 
her marriage, bad as much humor as courage. 
She belonged to the “select” group of British 
life. She was the daughter of a distinguished 
professor, the son of a brother of the great 
W. E. Gladstone. At the same time, she was the 
niece of Lord Kelvin. She hei a comfortable 
fortune. But “select” society she always held in 
contempt. “She was one of those quiet, undemon- 
strative women,” her husband writes, “who leave 
their names written on the face of countries 
where revolutionr break out.” 

An incident during the South Africar war 
illustrates the searing flame of her determina- 
tion in a cause she believed to be just. “Once 
when leaving a house in a dashionable part of 
London, where she had been attending a meeting 
addressed by a deputction from South Africa, she 
was beset by a mob in evening dress. ome of 
the ladies standing on the curbstone hissed her. 
She deliberately stood and looked them in the 
face. Those next to her seemed to be taken 
aback. ‘What have you to say? she asked, and, 
finding no response, added: “Does shame make 
you women dumb? If a working woman went 
into the streets as you do, her cheeks would burn 


with a sense of disgrace.’ And she walked un 


molested away.” 


Gave Her Whole Life to Him 


HEIR meeting was under unusual circum- 
stances. One day when MacDonald, then 


poor and practically unknown, errived at his 
headquarters of the newly formed Independent 
Labor party, he found a lett from an unknown 
person containing a generous contribution and 
a note of confidence in his principles and a wish 
for his success. But on election day the young 


candidate was defeated. What was worse, his 
health broke down, and he was obliged to rest. 
Again, at this dark time, he received a second 
letter from ghe unknown person. Her name was 
Margaret Ethel Gladstone, a gentlewoman far 
above the son of a farm-servant, so far as social 
standards went, but allied with him in thought 
and principle They met, and the inevitable 
happened. They fell in love 

This story has beer. told of the day she took 
her future husband to be introduced to her 
silent, critical family. It was the parrot which 
rent the ominous atmosphere with his bellicose 
challenge: “I'm a Liberal.

NOTHER American scheme for taking 
water from the great lakes system and 
divertigag it from the St. Lawrence route 

to the Mississipp! is being advocated in the state 
ot Ohio, The idea is to build a canal between 
Lake Erie and the Ohio river at a coat running 
from 120 te 196 million dollars. 

The advantages claimed for this canai is that 
it would enable Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland and 
other lake cities to get coal at water freight 
rates and enable Cincinnati and places in the 
coal region to get iron ore also at low freight 
rates, $ 

it is suggested that state and local govern- 
ments should stand seventy per cent. of the cost 
and the United States government thirty per 
cent. War office engineers seem to regard the 
cost as prebibitive but the advecetes of the 
scheme say that the estimates were based on 
peak load prices; so they are calling for fresh 
estimates. 

The canal would be large enough to carry 


and a width of 110 feet at the top, The banks 
would be of concrete and the barges be motor 
propelled. 

Many years ago there were four shallow 
canals from Lake Erie to the Obio river, and 
the traffic was heavy. For nearly a century 
boats were drawn by horses and mules. That 
was before the railway came along and saved 
much time in shipment. But rail rates are so 
high to-day that the water route is again feas- 
ible, 

Champions of the cana! hope that @ route 
will be selected and construction begin in the 
spring, which is an optimistic view. lt would 
take five years to build the canal. Action can- 
not be taken without the approval of congress. 
The Joint International Commission, dealing 
with Canadian and American boundary waters, 
should pess on it. 

Four routes are being suggested. One from 
Pittsburg through Youngstown to Asbtabula; 
one from Narietta through Zanesville to Cleve- 
Jand; one from Portsmuuth through Columbus 
to Gandusky and one fiom Cincinnati tarough 
Hamilton and Dayton to Toledo with @ braach 
from Defiance to Lake Michigan and the North- 
west. 

Detroit, Tuledo, Cleveland, and Milwaukee 
are cities which are fighting the Chicago drain- 
age ccztal diversion with its plan for a neviga- 
tion cana) from Lake Michigan to the Missis- 
sippi. It may be in an attempt to weaken their 
opposition to the Chicago theft of water from the 
great lakes system that the Krie-Obio cana} is 
brought to the front at this time. There is no 
estimate of the amount of water the new 
scheme would take from the great lakes’ system.

NE of the most useful “privileges” of the 

British M.P. is his occasional all-night ses- 

sion. It is an almost priceless card to play, 
and its after-effects, if properly stage-managed, 
can be made to last for months, This is the way 
it is done: A disgruntled constituent visits his 
member at Westminster (constituents come in 
droves and expect to be entertained and shown 
around the parliament buildings) and perhaps 
throws out a hint that the life of an M.P. is an 
easy, or “cushy” one. The member listens pa- 
tiently and at the proper moment leads with his 
trump card. 

“You may say that being an M.P. is an easy 
job because ‘the House’ never sits until 2.45 in 
the afternoon,” he will say. “There are com, 
mittee meetings every morning that interfere 
with one’s other work. And what job—one of 
your hard, exhaustive, wholetime jobs, mind 
you—lasts till 11 o'clock every night in the week, 
except Friday and Saturday and Sunday?” 

He will not mention that “business for the 
day” is often finished by 8 or 9 o'clock, and the 
“Who Goes Home?” bell. Nor will he always re 
member to except Friday and Saturday and Sun- 
day from the 11-0o’clock-every-night rule, It 
rather spoils the effect. And, moreover, he is 
leading up to his climax. 

“While at any time,” he will conclude, “I 
may he called on to serve through the whole 
night in parliament, working, making speeches 
what is far harder, listening to them-—till four 
or five or six or later the next morning. But 
do not think that for that reason business will be 
deferred the following day. Oh, no! It is an 
imposition, this all-night session business. It is 
an outrage. It is uncivilized. But I submit to 
it. And what thanks do I get? 1 am told that 
I have @ eushy job!” 

It goes down very well. The all-night sitting 
occurs perhaps two or three times in a sessicn, 
but its effects are lasting. But just try to take 
it away from them!

o'clock next morning, and at that hour one 
of the Labor whips (who suffers from heart 
trouble) obligingly fainted in the lobby, and 
gave the affair quite double the usual publicity.

But Mr. Hogge is unashamed, In fact, he is 
very pleased with himself, He does not even 
take the fainting of the government whip ser!l- 
ously, saying that he is likely to do the same 
himseif at any moment, but he*enjoys an all- 
night session with the best of them, for all that. 

And here, perhaps, it would be as well to ex- 
plain that of all jobs in parliament the whip's 
is the most unpopular, though it must always be 
held by the most popular men of every party. 
The whip's duties are to see that there are a suf- 
ficient number of their party members present 
to vote for any bill they may be officially sup- 
porting. to prevent people who want to go home 
from going home, to persuade people to vote as 
they do not want to vote, for the sake of party 
unity; in short, to be, as the deputy speaker of 
the House once put it, “a sort of glorified jani- 
tor.” Hard work indeed, throughout an all-night 
sitting, especially for a man with a weak heart,

“Amen!” from members who may bo sitting 
round within earshot, preferring to wait outside 
for the division bell rather than endure the 
heavy gas attack probably waging within 8t. 
Stephen's. 

“The chief objectors to an all-night session,” 
Mr, Hogge proceeds, “would, I am quite sure, 
make no public complaint abeut it in the House 
if they had been kept up till the same hour danc- 
ing at a night club, though conceivably they 
might be just as tired the next afternoon!” and 
he smilies with slight malice, for the most noisy 
opponents of the system are the younger mem 
bers. But younger members have to do some 
thing to get themselves into the papers, “The 
first steps of a politician's career are entirely 
ventures in judicious self-advertisement,” one of 
the leaders said. 

No one ever dares challengs Mr, Hogge on 
his night club issue, because he is fond of going 
to them himself, and he sees the members who 
have eluded the whip and should be in the 
House.—New York Times.
